OUR NEXT PRESIDENT. 
4 SKETCH OF THE LIFE AND PUBLIC SERVICES OF 


SAMUEL J TILDEN, 


Governor Tilden was born at New 
Lebanon, inthe county of Columbia 
and state of New York, in the year 
1814—the year which ruined the for- 
tunes of the great Napoleon. One of 
his ancestors, Nathaniel Tilden, was 
mayor of the city of Tenderden, Kent, 
England, in 1623. He was succeeded 
in that office by his cousin John, as he 
had been preceded by his uncle John 
in 1585 and 1600. He removed with 
his family to Scitbate, in the colony of 
Massachusetts, in 1634. His brother 
Joseph was one oi the merchant adven- 
turers of London who fitted out the 
Mayflower. This Natnaniel Tilden 
married Hannah Bourne, one of whose 
sisters married a brother of Governor 
Winslow, and another a son of Govern- 
or Bradford, 


the various questions which agitated 
our country in his youth. | 
Young Tilden entered college in his 
eighteenth year. The fall of 1832, when 
he was to enter college, was rendered 
memorably by the second election of 
General Jackson to the presidency and 
Martin Van Buren to the vice-presi- 
dency of the United States, and of 
William M. Marey tothe governorship 
state of New York. In that contest an 
effort was made to effect a coalition be- 
tween the national republicans and the 
Ant'-Masons. The success of the dem- 
ocracy depended upon the defeat of 
that coalition. Samuel heard the subject 
discussed in the family, and was espe- 
cially impressed by what fell from the 
lips of an uncle who deplored his in- 
ability to “wreak his thoughts upon ex- 
pression.” Samuel disappeaied for two 
or three days, and in the seclusion of 
his chamber proceeded to set down the 
views he had gathered upon the sub- 
ject, and in d ie time brought the result 
to his father, at once the most appreci- 
ative and the least indulgent critic 
of his acquaintance. The father 
was 80  14highly pleased with 
the paper that he _ took his 
son to see Mr. Van Buren, then at Leb- 
anon Springs, to read it tohim. They 
found so much merit in the perform- 
ence that they decided it should be 
published with the signatures of a doz- 
en or more leading democrats, and it 
shortly after appeared in the Albany 
Argus as an address. occupying about 
half a page of that print, and from 
which it was copied into most of the 
democratic papers of the state. The 
Evening Journal paid it the compli- 
ment of attributing it tothe pen of Mr. 
Van Buren, and the Albany Argus paid 
it the greater compliment of stating 
“by authority” that Mr. Van Buren 
was not the author. 

Mr. Tilden had not been long at Yale 
College before his health gave way, 
and obliged him to Jeave. After some 
rest he was enabled to resume his 
studies, and in 1833 entered the uni- 
versity of New York, where he com- 
pleted his academic education. He 
then entered the law office of the late 
John W. Edmunds, in the city of New 
York, where he enjoyed peculiar fa- 
cilities for the prosecution of his favor- 
ite studies of law and politics. 

Mr. Tilden took part in the politics 
of the state for muny years and achier- 
ed considerable reputation as a shrewd 
thinking politician. 

In 1844, in anticipation and prepara- 
tion for the election which resulted in 
making James K. Polk president, and 
Silas Wright governor of the state of 
New York, Mr. Tilden in connection 
with John L. O’Sullivan, founded the 
newspaper called the Daily News. 

In the fall of 1844 he was sent to the 
assembly from the city of New York, 
and while a member of that body was 
elected to the convention for the re- 
modelling of the constitution of 
the state, which was to com- 
mence its sessions a few weeks 
after the legislature adjourned. In 
both of these bodies Mr. Tilden was a 
conspicuous authority, and left a per- 
manent impression upon the legisla- 
tion of the year, and especially upon 
all the new constitutional provisions 
affecting the finances of the state and 
the management of its system of Ca- 
nals. 


The defeat of Wr. Wright for govern- 
or of New York in the fall of 1846, and 
the coolness which had grown up be- 
tween the friends of the late President 
Polk and the friends of 
the late President Van 
Buren resulted fortunately for Mr. 
Tilden, if not for the courtry, in with- 
drawing his attention from politics and 
concentrating it upon his profession. 
He inherited no fortune, but depended 
upon his own exertions for a livelihood. 
Thus far for his labor for the state, or 
in his profession, had not been lucra- 
tive, and, despite his strong tastes and 
pre-eminent qualifications for political 
life, he was able to discern at that eariy 
period the importance in this country, 
at least,of a pecuniary independence 
for the successful prosecution of a politi- 
cal career. With an assiduity and a 
concentration of energy which have 
charactenzed all the transactions of his 
life, Mr. Tilden now gave himself up to 
his profession. It was not many years 
before he became as well known at the 
bar as he had before been known as a 
politician. His business developed 
rapidly,and though he coutinued to 
take moreor less interest in political 
matters, they were not allowed after 
1857 to interfere with his professional 
duties. 

He worked with great assiduity and 
persistent labor and became one of the 
greatest corporstion lawyers of the 
American bar. 

Till the war came Governor Tilden 
made every effort to avert the rebel- 
lion. When his efforts, combined with 
those of other prominent patriots, had 
proved abortive, his convictions of du- 
ty were perfectly decided and clear. 

They were tomaintain he integrity of 
our territory and the supremacy of the 
constitutional authorities. He had 

been educated in the school of Jackson, 

and had been a diligent student of the 
lessons taught by the nullification con- 
troversy of 1833. He had studied

When the war did come Mr. Tilden 

associated himself with and was the 

private adviser of Mr. Dean Richmond, 

then at the head of the democratic par- 

ty of this state, and who wasaccustom- 

ed on all important questions to visit 
Mr. Tildenin his retirement and seek 
his counsel. 

With the peace came to Mr. Tilden 
the most important political labor of 
his life. With the assistance of Charles 
O’Conor, who followed the members of 
that band of conspirators with all his 
usual vigor and adroitness until it was 
not only broken up, but its leading 
members scattered to the four quarters 
of the globe, he assailed and overthrew 
the combined republican and demo- 
cratic ring which ruled and ruined New 
York. 

To the eternal honor of the demo- 
cratic party of the city and state, on the 
issue thus made up by Mr. Tilden, they 
gave him their cordial and _ irresistible 
support for the state legislature, and to 
his scheme for the defeat of the plun- 
derers. The result was oxerwhelming, 
and not only changed the city repre- 
sentation in the legislative bodies of the 
state, but, in its moral effect, crushed 
the “Ring.” 

Mr. Tilden was one of the delegates 
chosen to represent the city in the next 
legislature. In deference to the views 
of bis principal coadjutors, Mr. Tilden 
devoted the next six weeks’ interval 
between his election and the meeting 
of the legislature to the prosecution of 
its investigation in the city depart- 
ments and in preparing the vast mass 
of accurate information which was the 
basis of nearly all the judicial proofs 
that have since been emploved suc- 
cessfully in.bringing the. members of 
the “Ring” to justice or driving them 
into exile. 

Mr. Tilden gave his chief attention 
during the session of the legislature to 
the promotion of those objects for 
which he consented to go there, the re- 
form of the judiciary and the impeach- 
mentof the creatures who had acquired 
the control of it under the Tweed dy- 
nasty. 

Mr. Tilden had thus by his bold acts 
made himself prominent in the work of 
reform, and recognized asthe man to 
lead itin thestate. Prominent friends 
of reform urged him.to accept the nom- 
ination for governor. They said he 
could be nominated without difficulty 
and elected triumphantly, and in his 
triumph the great cause of administra 
tive reform would receive an impulse 
which would propagate it not only the 
whole state but over the union. 

Mr. Tilden ultimately consented to 
take the nomination for governor, his 
objections to which were overcome by 
a single consideration. It was the 
only way in which he could satisfacto- 
rily demonstrate that a course of bold 
and persistent resistence to wrong will 
be vindicated and sustained by tlhe 
masses of the people; that honesty and 
courage are as serviceable qualities and 
as well rewarded in politics as in any 
other profession or pursuit in life. He 
was unwilling to leave it in the power 
of the enemies of reform to say that 
he dared not submit his conduct as a 
reformer to the judgment of the 
people; to say that his course had 
ruined his influence; that his name 
should be a warning to the rising poli- 
ticians of the country against following 
his example. He felt that, whatever 
might be the result of his administra- 
tion, the moral effect of his election 
would be advantageous, not only in 
his own state, but throughout the 
country. But for these considerations 
Mr. Tilden would have allowed i:imself 
to be made the candidate of the dem- 
ocratic party for the senate of the 
United States, a position more congen- 
ial to his tastes, and for which his per- 
sonal preference were well known. 

He was nominated and elected, and 
whatever lessons or eloquence could be 
expressed in big majorities were not 
wanting to lend their eclat to his 
triumph. Mr. Tilden’s plurality over 
John A. Dix, the republican candidate, 
was 53,315. Mr Dix had- been elected 
two years previously by a plurality of 
53,451. 

The first message of Governor Til 
den foreshadowed with distinctness 
the controling features of his adminis- 
tration. 

First—Reform in the administration. 

Second—The restoration of the fi- 
nancial principles and policy which 
triumphed inthe election of Jackson 
and Van Buren, and which left the 
country without a dollar of indebted- 
nes in the world and a credit abroad 
with which no other nation could then 
compete. 

In furtherance of his policy of ad- 
ministrative reform, he recommended 
a revision of the laws intended to pro- 
vide criminal punishment and civil] 
remedies for frauds by public officers 
and by persons acting in complicity 
with them. These recommendations, 
during the same session carefully 
wrought into the legislation of the 
state, bore especially upon those forms 
of administrative abuse which the ex- 
posure and arrest of William M. Tweed 
had recently revealed, and also upon 
another and kindred class of abuses in 
the management of our canals, witn 
which the governor was already ac- 
quainted, but of which the public as 
yet had only an imperfect realization.

On the 19th of March, as soon as o 


additional remedies for official delin- 
quencies as were requisite for this pur- 
pose, the governor in a special message 
invited the attention of the legislature 
to the mismanagement of the canals. 
He pointed out in this communica- 
tion with considerable detail the fraud- 
ulent processes by which for an in- 
definite period of years the state had 
been plundered, its agents debauched, 
its politics demoralized and its credit 
imperilled. The fulness, boldness and 
directness of his statements produced 
a profound impression, not only 
throughout the state, but throughout 
the country. 

The legislature, though containing 
in both branches many of the most 
notorious. canal jobbers, and consti- 
tuted largely in that interest, was 
obliged to yield to the irresistible pub- 
lic sentiment which the governor’s 
policy and message had awakened, 
and granted him the authority to 
commnit such a commission. The re- 
sults of the investigations, commu- 
nicated to him from time to time during 
the summer of 1875 and to the suc- 
ceeding legislature of 1876, arrested 
completely the system of fraudulent 
expenditure on the canals which he 
had denounced at the bar of public 
opinion. 

Through the adoption of various oth- 
er financial measures upon his recom- 
mendation, and by the discreet but vig- 
orous exercise of the veto power, the 
governor was fortunate enough to se- 
cure areduction of the state tax—the 
first year of his administration, about 
17 per cent—and to inaugurate a finan- 
cial policy by which the state tax, 
which was 74 mills on the dollar of the 
assessed yaluation when he came into 
office, will be reduced to 4 mills at least 
ut the expiration of his term of two 
years, and at the expiration of the next 
succeeding year to not exceeding 3 
mills. 

Mr. Tilden is now in the sixty-third 
year of his age. He is five feet ten 
inches in height, and he has what phys- 
iologists call the purely .nervous tem- 
perament, with its usual accompani- 
ment of spare figure, blue eyes and 
fair complexion. His hair, originally 
chesnut, is now partially silvered with 
age.

Telegram to the Constitution. 


St. Louis, June 28.—The convention 
was called to order at 2:15 p. m. 

Judge Meredith, of Virginia, chair- 
man of the committee ou resolutions, 
presented a report stating thata great 
many resolutions were presented, all of 
which had been carefully examined 
and discussed before coming to an 
agreement. He requested Dorsheimer 
of New York, to read it to the conven- 
tion, as follows: 


THE PLATFORM. 


We, the delegates of the democratic 
party of the United States in national 
convention assembled, do here declare 
the administration of the federal gov- 
erument to be in urgent need of imme- 
diate reform; do hereby enjoin upon 
the nominees of this convention, and 
of the democratic party in each state, a 
zealous effort and co-gperation to this 
end, and do hereby appeal to our fel- 
low citizens of every former political 
connection to undertake with us this 
first and most pressing patriotic duty.

gendered the civil war, and do here re- 
cord our steadfast confidence in the 
perpetuity fof republican self govern- 
ment; in the supremacy of the civil 
over misitary authority; in the total 
separation of the church and state for 
the sake alike of civil and religious 
freedom; in the equality of ail citizens 
before the just laws of their own en- 
actment; in the liberty of individual 
conduct unvexed by sumptuary laws; 
in the faithful education of the rising 
generation that they may preserve, en- 
joy and transmit these best conditions 
of human happiness, and hope we be- 
hold the noblest products of a hundred 
years of changeful history; but while 
upholding the bond of our union and

A WHEEL AND CRUSHED 
AND MANGLED. 


A Terribie and Tragic Death in His 
Own Mall. 


Netwithstanding the intense eager- 
nersof the public yesterday to hear from.the 


national democratic convertion at St. Louis,th* 
subject was forgotten when the news spread 
like wildfire through our streets, thi:lling every 
heart and blanching every cheek. that James 
E. Butler, propietor of the city mills had been 
crushed and maugled to death. This could be 
scarcely realized vv many, asbutan hour be 
fore he was on Alabama _ street, in 
the full vigor of life and = in 
the possession of every faculty. Between 1i 
and 12 o'clock yesterday morning. just before 
the arrival of the Western and Atiantic railroad 
train, the mill was started to try a friction 
wheel. 
Mr. Kiley, the regular miller, who was mar- 
ried last week, has not retusned from his bridal 
tour. 
Mr. Butler, while descending the steps leadin 
from the mill into tbe room where the fly whee 
is, stumbled and fell on the belting att ched to 
the puliy wheel, and was instantiy drawn un- 
der the wheel, and shotout against a post with 
fearful velocity. As he pass-d under the pully 
wheel, which is 24 inches wide and 3% 
feet in diameter, his entrails and shoes were 
forced out and left uuder the wheel. He was 
between the belting and consequently the pres 
sure was enormous. _The wheel makes 188 rev- 
o utions per minute, or over three revolutions 
per second. The velocity threw the body out 
with almost the force of a caunon ball His 
head struck the post and the back part of 
the skull was terribly fractured, the 
brains oosing out he body 
fell about two feetfrom the steps he was de- 
scending, aud his liver and a portion of his 
beart wes p'cked up two or three feet from his 
bodv. His skull was scattered so badly that it 
felt like a crushed egg shell. A more fearful 
wreck of the humen form was scarcely ever 
seen. Thedead y work was done iu less than a 
second of time. The unfortuvate man wes 
crushed to death before he realized his danger. 
The steps were without a guard, and the, 
covering over the pulley belting had been re 
moved almost up tothe fly wheel. 
Mr. Sutier wasa fine business man, and had 
amassed a considerable fortune. He was pru- 
dent and prompt in business matters. Mr.Butk r 
was about forty years of age, and leaves a wile 
aud three Intere-ting children. 
Gnly a few days ago he renewed a 
his life 5§or $6.000, in the Universal 
ronce Comp :DY. ?
